Bataan Memorial Death March Race 
KD5OHA 

The 29th annual Bataan Memorial Death March was held on Sunday March 
25. This event is held to honor the marchers of the real death march in 1944. 
There were three survivors present to answer the role call at the opening service. 
All of the volunteers helping to support the March had to be on post at 04:30. 
There were nearly 8,000 Marchers. The March got started at 07:15. The weather 
was good most of the day, but got very dusty at sunset. We had 29 Hams from all 
over New Mexico and some from Texas. There were two hams at each of the 12 
water points, one in the SAND PIT, two at the base EOC, and myself. My job was 
to follow the race director around and let her know what was going on out on the 
course. By information that was relayed to me by the water points and net control 
that was located at base EOC. The last Marcher crossed the finish line at 21:30 
and I left the post at 21:36. 


Meeting Talk Amplification 
KDSSSJ 

Some amplification of the recent meeting talk will be presented on the third 
Tuesday (17 April) night at Builders Group this month. I'm going to fill in some 
gaps that Bill left. He made some assumptions that only a few in the audience 
could easily make. 

The purpose of his demonstration was to show that you can give new life to an 
older radio and have some, if not most, of the features of the new software defined 
radios (SDR). By the addition of as little as $20 in hardware, you can "modernize" 
a pre-1990 radio. Modern SDR transceivers sell for thousands of dollars. 

This modification should not have any negative affect on the radio, if done cor- 
rectly. It adds the ability to sample the radio’s IF (Intermediate Frequency) and 
show the signals in modern ways with a panoramic scope and a waterfall display. 
It does not affect the transmissions in any way. When combined with rig contro,] it 
allows the transceiver to be tuned to follow the click of the mouse and tune in a 
specific signal. You can then apply different demodulators (USB, LSB, AM, CW), 
filtering and notching methods, and even digital decoding of messages, PSK, 
RTTY, slow scan TV and much more. 

Many of you are familiar with digital modes and are accustomed to seeing at 
least the waterfall display. But the usual method is limited to the signals within 
the AF (Audio Frequency) bandwidth (less than 3 kHz) while this modification al- 
lows seeing the IF bandwidth of 50 to 500 kHz, or more. So instead of looking at 
the band through a soda straw (sound card digital modes) you get to look at it 
through a telescope. 

I'll try to explain the basic radio system, show where the tap is made and ex- 
plain the added components. There will be one or more demonstration systems, so 
there can be some additional hands on experience.
